A hatchery 
system presently involving two hatchery installations at Calgary 
and at Raven near Caroline produce several million fish per year 
for stocking of public waters. The objective of the program is 
to distribute artificially propagated trout in as many lakes as 
possible over the province in order to provide public fishing. 
The program involves either obtaining eggs from wild fish within 
the province or importing eggs as may be desired, raising them 
to the required size and distributing them by tank truck to the 
various lakes which are stocked each year. In some cases, 
undesirable species of fish, such as suckers and perhaps perch, 
may be removed by the use of fish toxicants and trout are sub- 
sequently stocked in these waters.

All public waters in the Province of Alberta can be considered as 
available for receiving artificially propagated trout.

In the spring months when water runoff is heavy, beavers often 

cause considerable damage by blocking small streams, thereby flood- 
ing culverts, roadways and fields. These animals may be trapped 

and the pelts sold, or they may be transferred to other waters where 
they will not cause damage. In some cases, predators such as coyotes, 


NATURE AND wolves and bears may cause damage to livestock or buildings and it 
PURPOSE OF may be necessary to trap and remove these animals. The Wildlife 

Control Officers carry out removal or control schemes upon request 
PROGRAM and as may be considered necessary.

In the Food and Drugs Act there are prohibitions on the sale of food 
or drugs that do not meet prescribed standards, are harmful, adul- 
terated, dirty, improperly stored or manufactured under unsanitary 
conditions. The Act prohibits the advertising of food, drug, 
cosmetic or medical device as a preventative or cure for a number 

of serious diseases and lists drugs that may be sold by prescrip- 
tion only. Regulations were amended in 1964 to include listing of 
chemical additives that may be used in foods, permissible amounts 
and the underlying reason. Drug standards and regulations were 
upgraded in 1963 and in 1965 an Adverse Drug Reaction Reporting 
Program was instituted. Regulation of supply and use of drugs under 
the Narcotic Control Act is also administered under the Food and 
Drug Directorate. 


All consumers benefit from food and drug control. Provincial health 
departments, teaching hospitals, medical, dental and pharmaceutical 
professions consult and cooperate with the Directorate.
